Ho wev er, the 
in dicatio n s o f in su rrectio n in takin g o v er the 
go v ern men t by fo rce an d the seizu re o f p ro p erty 
in defian ce o f the law which seems to be the 
creed o f man y o f the radical mo v emen ts, sho u ld 
n o t be to lerated in the least. 
Nev er befo re hav e we had so man y co n flictin g 
do ctrin es an d o rgan ized gro u p s o f p etty thin kers 
as we hav e to day . The Black Legio n is the last 
that has co me to light to be added to man y o ther 
already kn o wn . 
En co u ragemen t o f the radicals co mes n o t o n ly 
fro m in differen t o fficials who fail to su p p ress 
them, bu t fro m su p p o sedly in telligen t men , who 
lackin g the co u rage to jo in the ran ks an d take 
the risks, are gu ilty o f in citatio n o f v io len ce an d 
ex treme demo n stratio n s.

While such a law o r ag reement canno t elim ­ 
inate the drunken driv er, it can do much g o o d 
in curtailing the practice to a minimum status. 
If driv ers who were drinking knew tha t tha t sta ­ 
tio n attendant wo uld be co mpelled to call the 
po lice when he dro v e up fo r g aso line, he wo uld 
so o n chang e his habits and stick to priv ate 
quarters o ut o f his car, when inclined to drink. 
It is ho ped tha t a majo rity o f to wns and cities 
will ado pt a similar plan in the crusade to elim­ 
inate this g reat hazard fro m the streets and 
ro adway s.
